WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 
—A  red-point food program, 
termed “the stiffest since ration- 
ing began,” will go into effect 
Sunday. It assigns higher values 
to a wide range of cheaper beef 
and pork cuts. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion, announcing this today, tem- 
pered the news somewhat with 
two- and three-point-a-pound re- 
ductions for choice beefsteaks and 
roasts—which, however, are scarce 
in most parts of the country. 

The general tightening up re- 
sults, Administrator Chester 
Bowles said, from “heavy military 


‘requirements and the fact that 


hog marketings are running be- 
low previous estimates.” 
Hamburger Six Points a Pound. 

Although prevailing point val- 
ues for all lamb and most veal 
remdin unchanged along with ‘the 
current 24-point cost of butter, 
these increases have been ordered: 

Hamburger and bacon go from 
four to six points a pound. So 
does beef chuck, up from three 
paints. Short ribs go from one 
to) three points, boneless brisket 
from two to four, and flank meat 
from three to five. 

Among pork cuts, end chops 
are boosted one point to six a 
pound, Boneless hams, whole or 
half, gO from seven to. eight 
points; spareribs from three to 
four, and fat backs, hocks and 
jowls to two points from one or 
nothing. Loin roasts go from six 
to seven points. 

Many sausage products now 
ration-free will cost points again, 
as will a number of liver items 
such as braunschweiger and liver 
loaf. Many canned meats, such as 
corned beef hash and deviled ham, 
either come off the point-free list 
or get a boost in ration value, 

T-Bones Cost Fewer Points. 

In the few exceptions to the 
general beef increase, porterhouse 
and T-bone steaks, will cost nine 
instead of 12 points a pound. 
Round steak is reduced to 10 
points from 13, and a round tip 
beef roast will have a value of 
nine points rather than ll. A 
boneless sirloin roast will require 
10 points a pound, down from 12. 

Explaining the reductions for 
choice beef, OPA said: 

“In some communities when a 
choice of either steaks or low 
point value beef cuts has . been 
possible, shoppers have tended to 
buy the low-point items, causing 
the better steaks and roasts to 
back up in some retail stores and 
wholesalers’ coolers.”

Today is the first day of spring; - 
the unusually gloomy, cold and 
‘snowy winter has ended. 

Harry F. Wahlgren, United 
States meteorologist, knows that 
winter ended yesterday because he 
looked at the calendar. The Unit- 
ed States Weather Bureau doesn’t 
bother with ,jonquils and robins, 
nor does it use the vernal equinox, 
March 20-21, as the beginning of 
spring, but for the sake of con- 
venience designates March 1 as 
the official date dividing winter 
from spring. 

So Wahlgren took advantage of 
the occasion to add up a few sta- 
tistics. For instance, we got only 
40 per cent of the possible amount 
of sunshine in December, January 
and February, which is the lowest 
amount since 1926, when we had 
‘only 36 per cent. 

Smoke added to the gloom, but 
the 22 moderately smoky days and 
two days of thick smoke were 
much better than the winter of 
1939-40, before the smoke abate- 
ment program, when there were 27 
days of moderate and 25 days of 
thick smoke, using the same scale 
of measurement. This winter’s 
smoke also was an improvement 
on last year, when we had 28 
days of moderate and seven days

ture charts show a mean tempera- 
ture of 31.5 degrees, which is 2.1 
degrees below normal. Snow to- 
taled 16.8 inches, which is 3.1 
inches above normal—but the to- 
tal amount of moisture was below 
normal, It didn’t rain as much as 
usual, 

All that, however, is past, and 
now it’s spring. Wahlgren doesn’t 
want to make any long-range pre- 
dictions about spring, and, while, 
on the average, March should be 
warmer, sunnier and less snowy 
than February, he pointed out 
that it has been as cold as 3 de- 
grees above zero and as hot as 92 
degrees in previous Marches. 

St. Louis has had snow as late 
as May 2, and the average date 
of the last killing frost is April 3, 
so Wahlgren said not to be too 
sure things which have begun to 
look green now will stay that 
way all spring. 

Wahlgren doesn’t plan to plant 
a garden himself so he can afford 
to be philosophical about the 
changeable spring weather in St. 
Louis, where it has been known 
to frost as late as May 22. On 
the wall of Wahlgren’s office is 
the motto: “It’s an ill-wind that 
blows nobody any good.”

By reporting to Congress so 
quickly on decisions reached at 
Yalta, the President made it clear 
that he intends to conduct an in- 
tense personal campaign in and 
out of Congress for the establish- 
ment of an international gecurity 
organization. | ; 

By going in person to Congress 
he indicated that he was deter- 
mined to avoid the Wilsonian mis- 
take of appealing to the people 
over the head of the Senate. His 
message today was warm and con- 
ciliatory in its appeal for congres- 
sional co-operation. 

He conceded that whatever plan 
is adopted at San Francisco might 
not be perfect and would doubt- 
less have to be amended time and 
again over the years, just as our 
own Constitution has been. : 

“No one can say exactly,” he 
continued, “how long any plan will 
last. Peace can endure only so 
long as humanity really insists up- 
on it, and is willing to work for 
it—and sacrifice for it, 

“Twenty-five years ago, Amert- 
can fighting men looked to the 
statesmen of the world to finish 
the work of peace for which they 
fought and suffered. We failed 
them then. We cannot fail them 
again, and expect the world to 
survive.” 

At one point, while discussing 
the vast influence he said the 
United States now hag in world 
affairs, Roosevelt observed: 

“The slightest remark in Con- 
gress is known all over the world 
the next day.” 

Speaking of the war against 
Japan, Roosevelt interpolated this 
statement: 

“Lest someone lay off work in 
the United States, I repeat what 
I think I can say in my sleep: We 
haven't won the war yet.” 

Defends Polish Compromise. 


The President’s address, like 
Prime Minister Churchill's in the 
House of Commons this week, was 
an elaboration of the bare com- 
muniques issued at Yalta. Like 
the Prime Minister he defended 
and praised the arrangement 


miade with Stalin regarding the 
new Poland. 


Acknowledging that it was a 


compromise, he added: 


“IT am convinced that|the agree-

Whether Yalta ‘Is to Be Fruitful 
Or Not Lies to a Great Extent in 
Hands of Congress,’ President Say 


‘There Will Be Presented to the Senate and 
to the American People a Great Decision 
Which Will Determine the Fate of U. S.— 


And the World—For Generations.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 


HE tert, as released in advance, of President Roosevelt's report to 
Congress today on the Yalta conference follows: 


It is good to be home, 

It has been a long journey. I 
hope you will agree that it was a 
fruitful one. 

Speaking in all frankness, the 
question of whether it is to be 
entirely fruitful or not lies to a 
great extent in your hands. For 
unless you here in the halls of 
the American: Congress—with the 
support of the American people— 
concur in the decisions reached at 
Yalta, and give them your active 
support, the meeting will not have 
produced lasting results. : 

That is why I come before you 
at the earliest hour after my re- 
turn. I want to make a personal 
‘report to you—and, at the same 
time, to the people of the country. 
Many months of earnest work are 
ahead of us all, and I should like 
to feel: that when the last stone 
is laid on the structure of inter- 
national, peace, it will be an 
achievement for which all of us 
in America have worked stead- 
fastly and unselfishly—together. 


I return from this trip—which 
took me as far as 7000 miles from 
the White House—refreshed and 
inspired. The Roosevelts are not, 
as you may suspect, averse to 
travel. We thrive on it! 


Kept Constantly. Informed 
About Affairs in U. S. 


Far away as I was, I was kept 
constantly informed of affairs in 
the United States. The modern 
miracle of rapid communication 
has made this world very small; 
and we must always bear that in 
mind, when we think or spgak of 
internationa)] relations. I received 
a steady stream of messages from 
Washington, and except where ra- 
dio silence was necessary for. Sse- 
curity purposes, I could continu- 
ously send messages any place in 
the world. And of course, in a 
grave emergency, we could even 
have risked breaking the securi- 
ty rule. _ 

I come from the Crimean Con- 
ference, my fellow Americans, 
with a firm belief that we have 
made a good start on the road to 
a world of peace. 

There were two main purposes 
at the Crimean Conference. The 
first was to bring defeat to Ger- 
many with the greatest possible 
speed and with the smallest pos- 
sible loss of Allied men. That 
purpose is now being carried out 
in great force. The German 
army, and the German people, 
are feeling the ever-increasing 
might of our fighting men and 
of the Allied armies. Every hour 
gives us added pride in the heroic 
advance of our troops over Ger- 


man soil toward a meeting with — 


the gallant Red Army. 

The second purpose was to 
continue to build the foundation 
for an_ international accord 
which would bring order and se- 
curity after the chaos of war, 
and which would give some as- 
surance of lasting peace among 

‘ the nations of the world. 

Toward that goal also, a tremen- 
dous stride was made. 

At Tehran, over a year ago, 
there were long-range military 
plans laid by the chiefs of staff 
of the three most powerful nations. 
Among the civilian leaders at Teh- 
‘ran, however, there were Only ex- 
changes of views and expressions 
of opinion. No political agree- 
ments were made—and none was 
attempted. 

At the Crimean Conference, how- 
ever, the time had come for get- 
ting down to specific cases in the 
political field. 

There was on all sides at this 
conference 4n enthusiastic effort 
to reach agreement. Since the timé 
of the Tehran Conference, there 
had developed among all of us a 
greater facility in negotiating with 
each other, which augurs well for 
the future peace of the world, 


Confident an Agreement 
On Peace Can Be Reached. 


I have never for an instant wa- 
vered in my belief that an agree- 
ment to insure world peace and 
security can be reached. 

The lapse of time between Teh- 
ran and Yalta without conferences 
of civillan representatives of the 
three major powers has proved to 
be too“ long—14 months. During 
this long period, local problems 
were permitted to become acute 
in places like Poland and Greece 
and Italy and Yugoslavia. 

Therefore we decided at Yalta 
that, even if circumstances made 
it impossible for the heads of the 


three governments to meet more} 


often in the future, we would make 
sure that there would be more fre- 
quent personal contacts for ex- 
change of views. 

Accordingly, we arranged for 
periodic meetings of the foreign 
secretaries of Great Britain, Rus- 
sian and the United States at in- 
tervals of three or four months. I 
feel very confident that under this 
arrangement there will be no re-

W. L. Fenstermacher, official 
reporter of the House, told a 
reporter his instructions from 
the White House were to put 
the prepared text in the record 
“and, unless we get other in- 
structions, that’s what will be 
done.” 

The official reporters took 
down the ad libs but a half 
hour after Roosevelt finished 
speaking they had not begun to 
transcribe them for the record.

Days were spent in discussing 
these momentous matters and we 
argued freely and frankly across 
the table. But at the end, on 
every point, unanimous agreement 
was reached. And more impor- 
tant even than the agreement of 
words, I may say we achieved a 
unity of thought and a way of 
getting along together. 


Hitler Hoped for Rift 


But His Hope Failed. 

It was Hitler’s hope that we 
would not agree—that some slight 
crack might appear in the solid 
wall of Allied unity which would 
give him and his fellow gangsters 
one last hope of escaping their 
just doom. That is the objective 
for which his propaganda machine 
has been working for months. 
But Hitler has failed. 

Never before have the major 
allies been more closely united— 
not only in their war aims but in 
their peace aims. And they are 
determined to continue to b 
united with each other—and with 
all peace-loving nations—s at 
the ideal of lasting world peace 
will become a reality. 

The Soviet, British and United 
States chiefs of staff held daily 
meetings with each other,. and 
conferred frequently with Marshal 
Stalin, with Prime Minister 
Churchill and with me, on the 
problem of co-ordinating the 
strategic and tactical efforts of 
all the Allied forces. They com- 
pleted their plang for the final 
knockout blows to Germany, 


Closer Military 


Liaison Accomplished. 

At the time of the Tehran Con- 
ference, the Russian front was so 
far removed from the American 
and British fronts that, while cer- 
tain long-range strategic co-opera- 
tion was possible, there could be 
no. tactical, day-by-day co-érdina- 
tion. But Russian troops have now 
crossed Poland, and are fighting 
on the eastern soil of Germany; 
British and American troops are 
now on German soil close to the 
river Rhine in the west. It is a 
different situation today; a closer 
tactical liaison has become pos- 
sible—and, in the Crimean Con- 
ference, this has been accom- 
plished. 7 

Provision was made for daily 
exchange of information between 
the armies under command of 
Gen. Eisenhower, those under 
command of the Soviet marshals 
on the Eastern Front, and our 
armies in Italy—without the ne- 
cessity of going through the chiefs 
of staff in Washington and Lon- 
don as in the past. 

You have seen one result of this 
exchange of information in the re- 
cent bombing by American and 
English aircraft of points which 
are directly related to the Russian 
advance on Berlin.

but they will hasten the day of 
the final collapse of Germany. The 
Nazis are learning.about some of 
them already, to their sorrow. 
They will learn more about them

There will be no respite for 
them, We will not desist for one 
moment until unconditional sur- 
render. 

The German people, as well as 
the German soldiers, must realize 
that the sooner they give up and 


‘surrender, by groups or as indi- 


viduals, the sooner their present 
agony will be over. They must 
realize that only with complete 
surrender can they begin to re- 
establish themselves as people 
whom the world might accept as 
decent neighbors. 

We made it clear again at Yalta, 
and I now repeat—that uncon- 
ditional surrender does not mean 
the destruction or enslavement of 
the German people. The Nazi 
leaders have deliberately withheld 
that part of the Yalta declaration 
from the German press and radio. 
They seek to convince the people 
of Germany that the Yalta decla- 
ration does mean slavery and de- 
struction for them—for that is 
how the Nazis hope to save their 
own skins, and deceive their peo- 
ple into continued useless resist- 
ance. : i 
What Unconditional 


Surrender Does Mean. 

We did, however, make it 
clear at this ‘conference just 
what unconditional surrender 
does mean for Germany. 

It means the temporary con- 
trol of Germany by Great 
Britain, Russia, France and the 
United States. Each of these 
nations will occupy and control 
a separate zone of Germany— 


four zones will be co-ordinated 
in Berlin by a control council 
composed of representatives of 
the four nations. 

Unconditional surrender also 
means the end of Nazism, and 
of the Nazi party—and all of its 
barbaric laws and institutions. 

It means the termination of 
all militaristic influence in the 
public, private and cultural life 
of Germany. : 

It means for the Nazi war 
criminals a punishment that is 
speedy and just—and severe. 

It means the complete dis- 
armament of Germany; the de- 
struction of its militarism and 
its military equipment; the end 
of its production of armament; 
the dispersal of all of its armed 
forces; the permanent dismem- 
berment of the German general 
staff which has so often shat- 
tered the peace of the world. 

It means that Germany will 
have to make reparations in 
kind for the damage which it 
has done to the innocent vic- 
tims of its aggression. 

By compelling reparations in 
kind—in plants, and machinery 
and rolling stock and raw ma- 


used—in the day-by-day tactics of 


Soviet armies, as well as in sup- 


terials—we shall avoid the mis- 
take made after the last war of 
demanding reparations in the 
form of money which Germany 
could never pay. 

We do not want the German 
people to starve, or to become a 
burden on the rest of the world. 


Aim in Control of Reich: 


Future World Peace. 
Our objective in handling Ger- 
many is simple—it is to secure the 
peace of the future world. 


that objective is impossible if 
Germany is allowed to retain any 
ability to wage aggressive war. 
That objective will not harm the 
German people. On the contrary, 
it will protect them from a repeti- 
tion,of the fate which the general 
staff and Kaiserism imposed on 
them before, and which Hitlerism 
is now imposing upon them again 
a hundredfold. It will be remov- 
ing a cancer from the German 
body, which for generations has 
produced only misery and pain for 
the whole world. 

During my stay at Yalta, I saw 
the kind of reckless, senseless fury 
and destruction which comes out 
of German militarism. Yalta had 
no military significance of any 
kind, and no defenses. 

Before the last war, it had been 
a resort for the Czars and for the 
aristocracy of Russia. Afterward, 
however, and until the attack up- 
on the Soviet Union by Hitler, 
the palaces and villas of Yalta 
‘ad been used.as a rest and recre- 
a center by the Russian peo- 
ple. 

The Nazi officers took them 
over for their own use; and when 
the Red Army forced the Nazis 
out of the Crimea, these villas 
were looted by the Nazis, and 
then nearly all were destroyed. 
And even the humblest of homes 
were not spared. 

There was little left in Yalta 
but ruin and desolation. 

Sevastopol was also a scene of 
utter destruction—with less than 
a dozen buildings left intact in 
the whole city. 

I had read about Warsaw and 
Lidice and Rotterdam and Cov- 
entry—but*I saw Sevastopol and 
Yalta! And I know that there 
is not, enough room on earth 
for both German militarism and 
Christian decency.

San Francisco Parley 

Hopes to Chart Peace. 


A conference of all the United 
Nations of the world will meet in 
San Francisco on April 25, 1945. 
There, we all hope, and confident- 
ly expect, to execute a definite 
charter of organization under 
which the peace of the world will 
be preserved and the forces of ag- 
gression permanently outlawed. 

This time we shall not make 
the mistake of waiting until the 
end of the war to set up the ma- 
chinery of peace. This time, as 
we fight together to get the war 


‘over quickly, we work together to 


keep it from happening again. 

I am well aware of the constitu- 
tional fact—as are all the United 
Nations—that this charter must 
be approved by two-thirds of the 
Senate of the United States—as 
will some of the other arrange- 
ments made at Yalta. 

The Senate of the United States, 
through its appropriate represen- 
tatives, has been kept continuous- 
ly advised of the program of this 
Government in the creation of the 
international security organiza- 
tion, 


American Delegation 
Will Be Bipartisan. 


The Senate and the House of 
Representatives will both be rep- 
resented at the San Francisco Con- 
ference. The congressional dele- 
gates to the San Francisco Con- 
ference will consist of an equal 
number of Republican and Demo- 
cratic members. The American 
delegation is—in every sense of 
the word—bipartisan, 

World peace is not a party ques- 
tion — any more than is military 
victory. 

When our republic was thréat- 
ened, first by the Nazi clutch for 
world conquest in 1940, and then 
by the Japanese treachery of 1941, 
partisanship and politics were laid 


‘aside by nearly every American; 


and every resource was dedicated 
to our common safety. The same 
consecration to the cause of peace 
will be expected by every patriotic 
American and by every human 
soul overseas. 

The structure of world peace 
cannot be the work of one man, or 
one party, or one nation. It can- 
not be an American peace, or a 
British, a Russian, a French, ora 
Chinese peace. It cannot be a 
peace of large nations—or of small 
nations. It must be a peace which 
rests on the co-operative effort of 
the whole world. 

It cannot be a structure of com- 


| plete perfection at first. But’ it 


can be a peace—and it will be a 
peace—based on the sound and 
just principles of the Atlantic 
Charter—on the conception of the 
dignity of the human being—on 
the guarantees of tolerance and 
freedom of religious worship. 


Plan for Freed Areas 


Unanimously Agreed On, 

As the Allied, armies have 
marched to military victory, they 
have liberated peoples whose lib- 
erties had been crushed by the 
Nazis for four years, and whose 
economy had been reduced to ruin 
by Nazi despoilers. 

There have been ftnstances of 
political confusion and unrest in 
these liberated areas—as in Greece 
and Poland and Yugoslavia and 
other places. Worse than that, 
there actually began to grow up 
in some of them vaguely defined 
ideas of “spheres of influence” 
which were incompatible with the 
basic principles of international 
collaboration. If allowed to go un- 
checked, these developments might 
have had tragic results. 

It is fruitless to try to place the 
blame for this situation on one 
particular nation or another. It 
is the kind of development which 
is almost inevitable unless the ma- 
jor powers of the world continue 
without interruption to work to- 
gether and to assume joint respon- 
sibility for the solution of prob- 
lems which may arise to endanger 
the peace of the world. 

We met in the Crimea, deter- 
mined to settle this matter of lib- 
erated areas. I am happy to con- 
firm to the Congress that we did 
arrive at a settlement—a unani- 
mous settlement. 


‘Freed Areas Problems’ | 


To Be Joint Responsibility. 


The three most powerful nations 
have agreed that the political and 
economic problems of any area 
liberated from the Nazi conquest, 
or of any former Axis satellite, 
are a joint responsibility of all 
three governments. They will join 
together, during the temporary 
period of instability after hostili- 
ties, to help the people of any 
liberated area, or of any former 
satellite state, to solve their own 
problems through firmly estab- 
lished democratic processes, 

They will endeavor to see to it 
that interim governing authorities 
are as representative as possible 
of all democratic elements in the 
population, and that free elections 
are held as soon as possible. 

Responsibility for political con- 
ditions thousands of miles over- 
seas can no longer be avoided by 
this great nation. As I have said, 
it is a smaller world. The United 
States now exerts a vast influence 
in the cause of peace throughout 
all the world. It will’ continue to 
exert that influence, only if it is 
willing to continue to share in the 
responsibility for keeping’ the 
peace. It would be our own tragic 
loss were we to shirk that. respon- 
sibility. 


the Polish people themselves. 

To achieve this objective, it was 
necessary to provide for the for- 
mation of,a new government much 
more representative than had been 
possible while Poland was en- 
slaved. Accordingly, steps were 
taken at Yalta to reorganize the 
existing provisional government 
in Poland on a broader demo- 
cratic basis, so as to include demo- 
cratic leaders now in Poland and 
those abroad. This new, reorgan- 
ized government will be. recog- 
nized by all of us as the tempo- 
rary government of Poland. 

However, the new Polish pro- 
visional government of national 
unity will be pledged to holding 
a free election as soon as possible 
on the basis of universal suffrage 
and a secret ballot. 

Throughout history, Poland has 
been the corridor through which 
attacks on Russia have been 
made. Twice in this generation, 
Germany has struck at Russia 
through this corridor. To insure 
European security and world 
peace, a strong and independent 
Poland is necessary. 


Decision on Poland’s 
Border a Compromise. 


The decision with respect to 
the boundaries of Poland was a 
compromise, under which, how- 
ever, the Poles will receive com- 
pensation in territory in the north 
and west in exchange for what 
they lose by the Curzon Line. The 
limits of the western boundary 
will be permanently fixed in the 
final peace conference. It was 
agreed that a. large coast line 
should be included. 

It is well known that the people 
east of the Curzon Line are pre- 
dominantly White Russian and 
Ukrainian; and that the people 
west of the line are predominantly 
Polish. As far back as 1919, the 
representatives of the Allies 
agreed that the Curzon Line rep- 
resented a fair boundary between 
the two peoples.

Role of France 
In World Affairs. 


The Crimean Conference was a 
meeting of the three major mili- 
tary powers on whose shoulders 
rest the chief responsibility and 
burden of the war. Although, for 
this reason, France was not a par- 
ticipant in the conference, no one 
should detract from the recogni- 
tion there accorded of her role 
in the future of Europe and the 
'world, 

France has been invited to ac- 
cept a zone of control in Germany, 
and to participate as a fourth 
member of the Allied control coun- 
cil of Germany. 


Roosevelt’s Report Satisties Many 
In Congress, but Disappoints Some 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP), 
—President Roosevelt's report on 
the Crimea conference brought ex- 
pressions of satisfaction and praise 
from many Congressmen today, 
but some expressed disappoint- 
ment that he had not told them 


more not previously disclosed. 

Senator Hill of Alabama, Demo- 
cratic whip, called it “a telling 
message bringing home to Con- 
gress and the American people 
the epochal events of the Yalta 
Conference.” : 

House Republican Leader Mar- 
tin of Massachusetts said “the 
members enjoyed the presenta- 
tion, but many were a bit disap- 
pointed that nothing especially 
new was disclosed.” 

Representative Wadsworth 
(Rep-), New York, commented, 
“The President made an excellent 
report. I think Yalta is a good 


start.” 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- — 
tana, consistent opponent of the 
administration’s foreign policy, 
said he hoped the President's con- 
fidence in- Allied promises was 
not “misplaced.” “If the end of 
the system of unilateral] action by 
Russia and exclusive alliances and 
balances of power were definitely 
ended at the Yalta donference, 
that, of course, would be an ac- 
complishment,” he said. - 

Chairman Bloom (Dem.), New 
York, of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee called it a “truly 
magnificent speech” pointing to- 
ward “a just and lasting peace.” 

Representative Knutson ~(Rep.), 
Minnesota, on the other hand,’ 
called it “an attempt to sell a@ bill 
of goods without opening the 
wrapper” and Senator McCarraa 
(Dem.) Nevada, expressed regret . 
he hadn’t learned more about 
Russian intentions; toward Japan. 


She has been invited to join as a 
sponsor of the international con- 
ference at San Francisco, 

She will be a permanent mem- 
ber of the international security 
council together with the ‘other 
four major powers. 

And, finally, we have asked that 
France be associated with us in 
our joint responsibiilty over the 
liberated areas of Europe. 

Agreement was also reached on 
Yugoslavia, as announced in the 
communique; and is in process of 
fulfillment. 


Decisions on Pacific 


War Made at Malta. 

Quite naturally, the Crimean 
Conference concerned itself only 
with the European war and with 
the political problems of Europe— 
and not with the Pacific war. 

At Malta, however, our combined 
British and American staffs made 
their plans to increase the attack 
against Japan. 

The Japanese war lords know 
that they are not being over- 
looked, They have felt the force 
of our B-29 and our. carrier 
planes; they ‘have felt the naval 
might of the United States, and 
do not appear very anxious to 
come out and try it again. 

The Japs know what it means 
to hear that “the United States 
Marines have landed.” And we 
can add, having Iwo Jima in 
mind: “the, situation is well in 
hand.” 


They also know what is in store 
for the homeland of Japan now 
that Gen. MacArthur has com- 
pleted his magnificent march 
back to Manila, and Adm. Nimitz 
is establishing his air bases right 
in the back yard of Japan itself 
—in Iwo Jima, 

It is still a tough, long road to 
Tokyo, The defeat of Germany 
will not mean the end of the 
war against Japan. On the con-. 
.trary, America must be pre- 
pared for a long and _ costly 
struggle in the Pacific. 

But the unconditional surren- 
der of Japan is as essential as 
the defeat of Germany—if our 
plans for world peace are to suc-. 
ceed. For Japanese militarism 
must be wiped out as thorough- 
ly as German militarism. 


Conferences With Rulers 
Held on the Way Home. 


On the way home from the 
Crimea, I made arrangements to 
meet personally King Farouk of 
Egypt, Haile Selassie, Emperor of 
Ethiopia, and King Ibn Saud of 
Saudi Arabia, Our conversations 
had to do with matters of common 
interest. They will be of great mu- 
tual advantage because they gave 
us an opportunity of meeting and 
talking face to face, and of ex- 
changing views in personal conver- 
sation instead of formal corre- 
spondence, 

On my voyage, I had the benefit 
of seeing our Army and Navy and 
Air Force at work. 

All Americans would feel as 
proud of our armed forces as I 
am, if they could see and hear 
what I did. 

Against the most .efficient pro- 
fessional soldiers and sailors and 
airmen .of all history, our men 
stood and fought—and won. 

This is our chance to see to it 
that the sons and grandsons of 
these gallant fighting men do not 


have to do it all over again in a 
few years. | 
The conference in the Crimea 
was a turning point in American 
history. There will soon be pre-: 
sented to the Senate of the 
United States and to the Ameri- 
can people a great decision 
which will determine the fate of: 
the United States—and of the 
world—for generations to come. 
There can be no middle ground 
here. We shall have to take the 
responsibility for world collabo- 
ration, or we shall have to bear 
the responsibility for another 

world conflict, 


I know th it the word “planning” 
is not looked upon with favor in 
some quarters. In domestic af- 
fairs, tragic mistakes have been 
made by reason of planning: and, | 
on t other hand, many great 
improvements in living, and many 
benefits to the human race, have 
been accomplished as a result of 
adequate, intelligent planning — 
reclamations of desert areas, de 
velopments of whole river valleys, 
provision for—adequate housing. 

The same will be true in rela. 
tions between nations. For a sec- 
ond time, this generation is face 
to ,face with the objective of pre 
venting wars. To meet the ob- 
jective, the nations of the world. 
will either have a plan or they will 
not. The groundwork of a plan — 
has now been furnished, and has 
been submitted to humanity for 
discussion and decision. 

No plan is perfect. Whatever 
is adopted at San Francisco will 
doubtless have to be amended time 
and again over the. years, just.as 
our own Canstitution has been. 

No one can say exactly how 
long any plan will last. Peace can 
endure only so long as humanity 
insists upon it, and is willing te 
work for it—and sacrifice for it. 

Twenty-five years ago, Ameri- 
can fighting men looked to the 
statesmen of the world to finish 
the work of peace for which they/ 
fought and suffered. We failed 
them then. We cannot fail them 
again, and expect the world again 
to survive. 

The Crimean Conference was a 
successful pry Sac the three 
leading nations to d a common 
ground for peace; It spells the 
end of the system of unilateral . 
action and exclusive alliances and | 
spheres of influence and balances | 
of power and all the other expedi- © 
ents which have been tried for 
centuries—and have failed. 7 

We propose to substitute for all 
these, a universal organization in © 
which all peace-loving nations wil] 
finally have a chance to join. 

I am confident that the Congress: 
and the American people will ac- | 
cept the results of this conference 
as the beginnings of a permanent | 
structure of peace upon which we 
can begin to build, under God, 
that better world in which our 
children and grandchildren—yours 
and mine, the children and grand-- 
children of the whole world—must 


live. 
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Final decisions in these areas; ne 


are going to be made jointly; and 
therefore they will often be a re- 
sult of give-and-take compromise. 
The United States will not always 
have its way 100 per cent—nor 
will Russia or Great Britain. We 
shall not always have ideal solu- 
tions to.complicated international 
problems, even though we are de- 
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currence of the incidents which 
this winter disturbed the friends 
of worldwide collaboration. 

When we met at Yalta, in addi- 
tion to laying our strategic and 
tactical plans for a final and com- 
plete military victory over Ger- 
many, there were a number of 
problems of vital political conse- 
quence. 


First, there were the problems 
of the occupation and control of 
Germany after victory, the com- 
plete destruction of her military 
power, and the assurance that 
neither Nazism nor Prussian 
militarism could again be re.

Likely — Chief Opposi-| 


tion in 8 Southeastern 


Counties. 


With less than one-eighth of th 
State’s precincts unreported, 


the majority in favor of the new 
Missouri Constitution stood at 
135,101 today. It was indicated 
that the final majority figure 
would be about 136,000, out of a 
total vote in Tuesday’s special 
election which may not fe greatly 
in excess of 520,000. 

Study of the returns showed 
that the principal opposition to 
the new basic law was centered 
among voters in a bloc of eight 
Democratic, cotton-raising coun- 
ties in the southeastern corner of 
the state which have a large 
Negro population. A racial issue 
was raised strongly there, on the 
“ erroneous assertion that the new 


‘Sonstitution would force joint use 
of public schools by white and 
Negro children. 

Returns from those eight coun- 
ties, with 35 precincts unreported, 
showed a vote of 16,017 against 
the proposition and 6694 for it— 
@n unfavorable majority of 9323. 

Other strong opposition was in 
the string of Democratic counties 
north, of the Missouri River 
known as “Little Dixie.” The neg- 
ative vote there was less pro- 
nounced, however. 

Trend Throughout State. 


While there was some showing 
against the new Constitution in 
agricultural sections generally, 
where constitutional amendments 
usually have been opposed in the 
past, the State as a whole, exclud- 
ing the eight»southeastern coun- 
ties and excluding the metropoli- 
tan centers, St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and Jackson County, gave 
a@ majority of 14,759 for the pro- 
posal, in the incomplete returns. 
The favorable majority in the 
metropolitan centers was 129,665. 

In 56 of the 114 counties the 
proposition failed to carry, in com- 
plete returns, or was failing, in 
incomplete figures. However, the 
vote was.close, and relatively 
light, in many of these counties. 
In this group the smaller coun- 
ties, away from main lines of 
communication, were  predomi- 
nant. 

Lack of complete figures was 
due in many instances to severe 
weather conditions in the Ozark 
section, which temporarily. isolated 
several counties. Probably the 
weather also caused the vote to 
be unusually light in that section. 
No report at all has been re- 
ceived from two Qzark counties, 
Shannon.and Wright. 

Returns compiled by the As- 
sociated Press from 4018 of the 
state’s 4543 precincts (with 525 
precincts unreported) showed an 
aggregate vote of 304,448 yes and 
169,347 no — a favorable majority 
of 135,101, out of a total vote ac- 
counted so far of 473,795. 

Outstate Vote. 

Outstate counties having the 
larger cities and towns gave sub- 
ftantial majorities in favor of 
the new Constitution, with one 
exception, Pettis County. These 
. counties included Boone, Buchan- 
Greene, Jasper, Lafayette, 
Marion and Saline. In Pettis, of 
which Sedalia is the county seat, 
the complete vote was 2691 to 
2669—a favorable majority of only 
22. : 

Notable outstate counties show- 
ing substantial-votes against the 
proposal were Callaway and Ran- 
dolph, in the “Little Dixie”. area; 
Ray, northeast of Kansas City, and 
Cole, site of the State capital, 
where many employes of state de- 
partments affected by changes in 
the Constitution opposed the new 
document.

Association, said 350 to 400 restau- 
rants would resume their previous 
“owl” sérvice under a ruling is- 
sued yesterday afternoon follow- 
ing a telephone call he made to 
the WMC in Washington. He said 
he received numerousigalls from 
local restaurant opeFators this 
morning expressing gratification 
at the new policy. 

Police said they were reconsider- 
ing reports on two eating and 
drinking establishments open after 
midnight last night, and five pre- 
viously reported, in view of the 
new interpretation of the curfew 
order. No violators in St. Louis 


have been reported to the WMC 
to date. 

Thomas L. Gaukel, WMC area 
director here, in explaining the 
revised regulations, said that res- 
taurants which serve food only are 
not covered by the provisions of 
the order and may remain open 
for business as the operators see 
fit. : 
“Restaurants that sell beer and 
do come under 
the provisions,” he said, “and may 
remain open until their customary 
closing hour provided the sale of 
liquor and beer, the playing of 
juke boxes, dancing and all other 
forms of entertainment are ended 
at midnight. 

“Many small restaurants,” he 
said, “serve war production work- 
ers on night shifts. These are per- 
mitted to remain open for this 
purpose.” 

Earlier, the midnight curfew 
had been applied to all eating es- 
tablishments, except those regular- 
ly open all night. The enforce- 
ment procedure is for police to 
report violations to the WMC, 
which then may penalize offend- 
ers by reducing the number of em- 
ployes alloted to them under man- 
power ceilings.

Wiley Assails ‘Ersatz’ Ideas. 
Wallace was defended as well as 
attacked in debate preceding the 
vote. Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, called him an exponent of 
“ersatz” ideas while Senator Tay- 
lor (Dem.), Idaho, said Wallace 
had demonstrated “the vision to 
act boldly and practically.” 

Speaking after Wallace was 
warmly praised by Senators Hill 
(Dem.), Alabama, and Aiken 
(Rep.), Vermont, Wiley told the 
Senate that, as a matter of fact, 
“the cracker-barrel folks’ in 
America think the whole tribe of 
New Dealers resembles the medi- 
cine men of old.” 

Hill called for confirmation of 
Wallace in a plea that the Sen- 
ate put aside “malignance and 
hysteria” in its considerations, 
“Thunderstorm of Libel.” 

In all his political experience, 
the Democratic whip declared, he 
had never seen “any such thunder- 
storm of excitement, wild charges, 
defamation and extravagant libel 
as this question of an ordinarily 
routine confirmation to a cabinet 
post has brought down upon 
Henry Wallace’s head, and your 


heads, and mine.” 


“I have argued here before, and 
I repeat now, that we, as Senators, 
should put such malignance and 


|hysteria aside, turn ovr minds to 


other pressing considerations and 
confirm this appointment immedi- 
ately,” Hill asserted in opening the 
Senate debate. 

He declared Wallace’s presence 
in the cabinet “will broaden and 
strengthen the base of support for

Defense by Aiken. 

Taking issue with a majority of 
his party in the Senate, Aiken 
praised Wallace as a champion of

Wallace, Aiken told the Senate, 
“has met with ridicule because of 
his confidence in the future of the 
United States,” and added: 

“He has been derided and ver- 
bally stoned because he expresses 
faith in the common man and 
champions the cause of the weak 
and unfortunate.”

FRINGE WAGE RISES | 


DEMANDED BY LEWIS 


Coal Mine Proposals Not in 
Conflict With Little Steel 
Formula, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 1: (AP). 
—John L. Lewis avoided a direct 
assault on the Little Steel formula 
today by presenting demands for 
“fringe” wage adjustments which 
he said would not conflict with 
the national anti-inflation policy. 

Lewis asked’ for a shift differ- 
ential of 10 eents an hour for the 
second shift of miners and 15 
cents for the third shift; an in- 
crease in the vacation allowance 
from $50 to $100, an allowance for 
tools and explosives and an inno- 
vation of a 10-cent royalty for the 
Mine Workers Union on each ton 
of coal mined. 

The contract proposed by Lewis 
would be. terminated on 20 days’ 
notice, 

Veterans returning to jobs in 
the mines would be protected in 
their seniority rights and prob- 
lems relating to re-employment. 

Lewis also suggested that the 
contract contain provisions that 
substandard housing conditions 
and “debased sanitary facilities 
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now in existence in many mining 
communities shall be improved by 
joint action of the contracting par- 
ties.”

Casualties for All Serv- 
ices Total 813,032- 
Stimson Defends Use 


of 18-Year-Olds. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 
—Army and Navy casualties since 
Pearl Harbor have mounted to 
813,032. : 

Secretary of War Stimson re- 
ported today that Army losses 
now total 722,695 while the Navy 
placed its casualties at 90.337. The 
aggregate represents an increase 
of 11,870 from last week’s report, 
of which the Army accounted for 
all except 672. The increase in 
killed was 2064. 

Stimson also disclosed at his 

ews conference that Army losses 
n Italy, from the invasion on 
Sept. 9, 1943, to Feb. 25, 1945, 
amounted to 100,790, including 19,- 
889 killed; 70,402 -wounded, and 
10,499 missing. 

A breakdown on Army casual- 
ties: Killed, 140,366 and 138,723, an 
increase of 1643 in the week; 
wounded, 430,757 and 420,465; pris- 
oners, 60,535 and 60,086; missing, . 
91,037 and 92,223. Of the wounded, 
Stimson said, 213,948 have re 
turned to ‘duty. : 

Figures for the Navy are: Killed, 
34,283 and 33,862, an increase of 
421; wounded, 40,904 and 40.783; 
prisoners, 4476 and 4474; missing, 
10,674 and 10,546. 

Stimbson said at a press confer- 
ence the campaign in Europe and 
probably in the Pacific would have 
been delayed if younger soldiers 
had not been sent overseas as 
combat replacements. This would 
have resulted in increased cost in 
lives and would “be wholly inex- 
cusable,” he said. 

He made the statements in reply 
to a-question on the policy of send- 
ing 18-year-olds into combat, which 
members of Congress have criti- 
cised, 

“These young men are being 
trained more intensively and ef- 
fectively” than soldiers in any 
previous war, Stimson said. 

“Some members of the Congress 
and the public have confused the 
training of a division with the 
training of an individual. The for- 
mer requires a minimum of a year, 
preferably longer.® The training of 
an individual to go into a veteran 
unit is an entirely different mat- 
ter. 

“Men recently inducted into the 
Army are given a minimum of 15 
weeks of the most rigorous train- 
ing which the Army has been able 
to devise after four years experi- 
ence. Most of the replacements 
since July, 1943, have received 17 
weeks in the basic camps. All have 
received additional training in 
staging camps enroute to the 
ports in this country or in re 
placement receiving pools over- 
seas where they are under veteran 
tutelage. Before any man is sent — 
overseas he is submitted to a 
thorough test to insure that he 
has assimilated his training and 


is in fact prepared for combat 
duty.” 

Stimson asserted that “it is my 
opinion that never beforg have 
American soldiers been so thor- 
oughly prepared for their duty in 
battle.”

Outside of 
the | ous old Douglas DC-3 
workhorse,\ Pve never heard pilots 
so unanimous in their praise of 

I took my first ride in one the 
other day. No, I didn’t go on a 
mission to Japan. We've been 
through all that before. I don’t 
believe in people going on mis- 
sions unless they have to. And, 
as before, the pilots here all agreed 
with me. 

But I went along on a little prac- 
tice bombing trip of an hour and 
a half. The pilot was Maj. Gerald 
Robinson, who lives in our hut. 
His wife, incidentally, lives’ at 123 
South Girard street, Albuquerque, 
N, M. On the very same street 
as our white house. 

I sat on a box between the pilots, 
both on the takeoff and for the 
landing, and, as much as I’ve 
flown, that was still a thrill. These 
islands are all relatively small 
and you’re no sooner off the 
ground than you're out over water, 
and that feels funny. 

If the air is a little rough, it 
gives you a very odd sensation 
sitting way up there in the nose. 
For the B-29 is so big that, in- 
stead of bumping or dropping, the 
nose has a “willowy” motion, sort 
of like sitting out on the end of 
a green limb when it’s swaying 
around. 

Tunnel Inside Bomber. 


HE B-29 carries a crew of I1. 
Some of them sit up in the 
cockpit and the compartment just 
behind it. Some others sit in a 
compartment near the tail. The 
tail gunner sits all alone, way 


back there in the lonely tail turret. 


The body of the B-29*is so takén 
up with gas tanks and bomb racks 
that there’s normally no way to 
get from front to rear compart- 
ments. So the manufacturers 
solved that by building a tunnel 
into the plane, right along the 
rooftop. 

The tuagnel is round, just big 
enough to crawl in on your hands 
and knees, and is padded with 
blue cloth.

The Flag Over Malacanan 


A red and blue flag, with a gold sun in a white 
“field, flies today over Manila’s shell-pitted Mala- 
canan Palace. It’s a flag that not many Ameri- 
cans are familiar with, but a good many have 
died to protect. And it’s the only flag of free- 
dom that ever rose straight from imperialism. 

The Philippine Commonwealth’s sunny banner 
was raised Tuesday, as Gen. MacArthur turned 
over civil government to President Osmena. 
Filipinos and Yankee soldiers joined to sing the 
Star-Spangled Banner, lustily. President Osme- 
na, with Filipino generosity, recalled that Mac- 
Arthur’s father, Gen. Arthur MacArthur, drove 
an earlier foreign conqueror out of Manila in ’98. 

Yet the truth is that America was still on the 
westward path of imperialism in 1898. Many 
men of the time protested bitterly against seek- 
ing “manifest destiny” beyond the continental 
frontier. Filipinos protested too, and they fought 
under Aguinaldo, in vain. 

From this unhappy beginning somehow came 
the common faith of Americans and Filipinos 
which raised the flag over Malacanan. The faith 
was a long time growing. For many years, 
Americans still put their lives at risk in the 
Moro country of the krees and the Ifugao coun- 
try of the head-axe. Even when Japanese bomb- 
ers appeared over Manila, Sakdalistas hating 
America became Japan’s fifth column. 

The fifth column was small, however, while 
thousands of Filipinos fought at the side of the 
Americans. Many died. The Philippines never 
admitted defeat, never accepted the Laurel 
puppet Government, but produced a guerrilla 
force which left the Japanese clinging only to 
coastal supply lines. 
that Filipinos do not remember American rule 
for its failures. 

America’s principal failures were those of 
prejudice and conservatism. Prejudice denied 
Filipinos citizenship rights in the United States 
and imposed a semi-caste system on a proud 
people in their homeland. Conservatism laid 
a modern economic system on the feudalism left 
by Spain, with few changes,in either. Some- 
times Americans got too muth control‘ of indus- 
try, and a few natives and foreigners got too 
much of the arable land. 

Against these failures, American policy pro- 
duced successes which no other policy born of 
imperialism can match. In 1901, a thousand 
American teachers began work in bamboo 
schools, and 30 years later, there were 8000 mod- 
ern schools and 25,000 Filipino teachers. Ameri- 
can engineers built 3600 miles of roads across 
mountains and rice paddies where there had 
been only trails. Physicians risked their lives 
against plagues for a people that did not know 
of germs, until at last there were a thousand 
Government hospitals and dispensaries. 

The economic system was overhauled, at least 
partially. In the first attack on feudalism, the 
United States bought 400,000 acres of church 
lands and broke them up into small holdings. 
Investments pouring in meant some exploitation, 
but they also meant progress. Exports, repre- 
senting the measure of Philippine prosperity, in- 
creased by five times in 30 years. 

Political democracy probably came faster to 
the Philippines than to any other nation. . It 
grew up in 35 years, growing naturally from 
the native elective system in the barrios. The 
first Organic Act of 1902 allowed a general elec- 
tion, and 33 years later the Tydings-McDuffie 
Act produced a national Commonwealth, and 
promised freedom in 1945. Last year, the Sen- 
ate passed resolutions promising independence 
and aid in rehabilitation as soon as normal 
government could be restored. And this year, 
the House Immigration Committee reported 
favorably a bill to grant citizenship to Filipinos 
resident in the United States. 

So it was that when the Japanese came, the 
Filipinos remembered America’s promises. They 
remembered what had been given by teachers, 
engineers and physicians, and forgot the petty 
exploiters who always follow. So it was that 
tough little men with bolos rode to battle atop 
American tanks on Bataan. 

When Gen. MacArthur said at Malacanan, ““My 
country has kept the faith,” the faith had been 
proved in common sacrifice. Filipinos and 
Americans alike cheered as the sunny flag went 
up. In all the sordid history of imperialism, 
conquest and colonization, there’s been nothing 
like the story of the Philippine Islands and the 
United States of America.

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United in Compassion 

If there is any one undertaking in which a 
society divided by race, religion and politics can 
unite in a whole heart, it is the Red Cross, which 
today opens its annual appeal for funds.

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A Stronger Poland 

Poland will have to consider the history of her 
. unhappy past, if she is to have a happy future. 
Yesterday, rebellious Conservatives charged in 
the British House of Commons that the Big 
Three’s Crimea decisions would mean the fifth 
partition of. Poland in two centuries. These Con- 
servatives remembered their history all right, 
but they hadn’t learned much from it. 

In the past, Poland sometimes has been as 
flabby as an overfed cat. Her medieval empires 
suffered indigestion from swallowing minority 
peoples, and so did the “new” Poland of 1919. 
That’s why the new Poland lasted only 20 years. 
That’s why the Big Three held that “the eastern 
frontier of Poland should follow the Curzon 
Line.” 

The British Foreign Secretary, Lord Curzon, 
set that line in 1919, in accordance with Wilson’s 
promise of a Poland “inhabited by indisputably 
Polish populations.” The line was the fairest 
division between Catholic Poles and non-Catholic 
Ukrainians and White Russians. But with French 
General Weygand’s help, Pilsudski’s Polish army 
forced upon the young Soviet Union a boundary 
a hundred miles east of the Curzon Line. 

Containing five million Slavs who weren’t 
Poles, the new Poland was not really a state. It 


, was not even, to borrow a phrase, a state of mind 


—unless the state of mind was paranoia. Poland 
was allowed to suffer delusions of grandeur be- 
cause France and Britain wanted her for a buffer 
against Russia. Like other buffers, in 1939 she 
didn’t rebuff. 

Poland never has been able to guarantee her 
Her only hope for peace 
is to be a good neighbor, especially with Russia. 
The Soviet Union, which has rescued Poland, has 
spent 15 million lives in this war, or the equiv- 
alent of nearly half the population of Poland. 
These Russian lives weren't spent primarily to 
save Poland, but neither were they spent to save 
an antagonistic buffer state nor an unjust fron- 
tier.

The Teachers’ Moderate Request 

The Board of Education last month rejected 
the proposal for wartime cost-of-living pay in- 
creases for teachers and other school employes. 
Yesterday’s disclosure that the board may have a 
small surplus at the end of this fiscal year, 
instead of the previously predicted $959,000 defi- 
cit, should bring about reconsideration and ap- 
proval of the request.

Legislation to ratify American partici- 
pation in the Bretton Woods agreements 
has been introduced in Congress with bi- 
partisan sponsorship. That is a fitting 
recognition of the fact that all pf us, 
Democrats and Republicans, workers and 
employers, farmers and professional men, 
have a common stake in the economic 
welfare of the world, 

The Bretton Woods agreements do not 
guarantee the world’s economic -welfare. 
They are no magic formula. But they do 
establish the framework within which na- 
tions can co-operate for expanded trade, 
production and employment. Some critics 
have argued that they should be postponed 
until “stability” has been achieved, Post- 
ponement, however, would itself hamper 
the achievement of stability. The world 
cannot afford to wait. 


Pool of Resources Needed 


Plans for a world bank having already 
won wide acceptance, most of the debate 
will probably center on the proposed mone- 
tary fund. This is new. It represents a 
certain amount of daring. Yet what, after 
all, is the principle of the fund if not the 
old and familiar one of mutual self-help? 

Every nation, in the long run, can pay 
for imports only by exporting its own goods 


and services, and can maintain exports” 


only by buying goods and services abroad. 
There are, however, periods when a precise 
balance is neither possible nor desirable. 
The immediate postwar period will be one 
of them. If during those years the short- 
run inability of many nations to balance 
exports against imports is permitted to cur- 
tail world trade, all will be the losers. 
Hence the necessity to devise some means 
of enabling nations like France or Belgium 


temporarily to increase imports beyond the 
level permitted by their exports, so that 
they may quickly get back on their feet 
and work out the measures required to 
achieve balanced trade at a high level. 

The monetary fund would provide such a 
breathing spell. Every nation would con- 
tribute to the fund, and every nation would. 
*have the right, subject to agreed restric- 
tions and under close supervision, to draw 
upon this pool of resources to correct a 
temporary lack of balance-in its trade re- 
lations with the rest of the world. 


If France, for example, needed dollars to .- 


purchase American locomotives, and was 
unable to acquire enough dolars by ex- 
porting wine and cheese, it could borrow 
a limited number of dollars from the fund. 
France would still be under compulsion to 
achieve long-term balance by non-monetary 
measures, The function of the fund is to 
prevent stagnation of trade while these 
long-term adjustments are taking place. 


Purpose of Monetary Fund 


In the old days of the rigid gold stand- 
ard, nations were expected to correct un- 
balanced trade by exporting gold; often 
that involved going through the wringer 
of a depression. Today no major nation 
is willing to adopt that course,’ even if it 
were desirable. ,The monetary fund ig de- 
signed to fill the vacuum, 

Without it, most nations must resort to 
tight and probably competitive controls 
over trade and currencies whose effect 
would be to curtail trade. Because cur- 
tailed world trade is against ur Own na- 
tional interest, our investment of $2,750,- 
000,000 in the fund, like our investment of 
$3,175,000,000 in the world, bank, will be a 
good risk, 


Holding Conventions by Long Distance

Come to think of it, it is odd that we 
made so little use of such techniques be- 
fore we were forced to it by wartime con- 
ditions. 

Printing we have had with us for 500 
years, radio broadcasting for 25 years—but 
we have gone on holding powwows person- 
to-person as if that were the only possible 
way. 

Not that printing and radio are the same 
as persomto-person contact. For some 
purposes, they never will replace it. They 
are not “just as good.” But for some pur- 
poses they are better. 


Sitting om hard chairs, listening 
speeches for hours, days, a week, can be 
a thrilling and stimulating experience. 
More often, it’s a deadly bore. Either way, 
it generally excludes completely those who 
cannot be ‘physically present. 

Some organizations print up the “pro- 
ceedings” in summary or in full, but 
rarely in time or in form to give non- 
participants a real sense of having “be- 
longed.” 

Important gatherings occasionally get 
part of the proceedings broadcast—but 
generally it’s the speech by a “big-name” 
which has nothing whatever to do with 
the business of the gathering. 

With the American Library Association 
and the Farm and Home week, however, 
the broadcasts and the printed matter are 
the gathering itself, ;

An Appraisal of Nine Generals 
Who Rose to the White House 


“Generals In the White House,” by Dorothy RB. 
Goebel and Julius Goebel Jr. (Donbieday, Deras 
& (o., Garden City, N. Y.) 

How susceptible have Americans been to 
the military man in nationa! politics? How 
has he performed as a General, and how 
has he functiofted as chief @xecutive? These 
are the concerns of the historian-authors, 
respectively professors at Hunter College 
and Columbia University, in a pleasantly 
and shrewdly written series of politico 
military sketches. 

Without pregtnting anything new or 
startling, they have re-examined the careers 
of the ning Generals elected to the presi- 
dency. If so doing, they have depended 
on the most authoritative materials and 
the sarrest judgments. Thus the book em- 
phatically is not debunking. The men 
whose place in history is assured emerge 
with no diminution of stature; the remain- 
der, who have seldom in recent years re- 
ceived anything but’ contempt or indiffer- 
ence, appear in these pages in a far less 
pitiful light. 


Although other Presidents have attained 
military rank and at least three unsuccess- 
ful candidates were Generals (each one 
competed against another General), the 
authors concentrate on the General-Presi- 
dents: Washington, Jackson, the two Har- 
risons, Taylor, Pierce, Grant, Hayes and 
Garfield. The career of each as General 
and as President, with appropriate bio- 
graphical material, is surveyed in turn, and 
the end papers of the book supply a rating 
of the man in each capacity. 

By and large, the men come off well. 
Washington, as was to be expected, has 
the best average, and Pierce the poorest, ° 
Grant is rated the best General (and very 
good, too), Washington the best President, 
Pierce the poorest on each count. But even 
Pierce, “fainting General” and undiscern- 
ing, President though he was, gets good 
marks as a man of courage and principle. 
Moreover, if Grant failed in matters of 
patronage, for example, he had a good rec- 
ord in foreign affairs, 

* . s 

Concerning the susceptibility of the pub- 
lic, the authors find no law, only incon- 
sistency. “How wrong the Whigs who 
thought they could win with Scott because 
they had won with Taylor; how deluded 
the Democrats who ran Hancock the 
Superb in false reliance on a public taste 
for Generals.” 

The pertinence of this book is clear in 
view of encomiums frequently heaped upon 
certain contemporary Generals, even, as 


. we all remember, to the extent of men- 


tioning one prominently for the 1944 presi- 
dential nomination. Since such men are 
likely to receive considerable attention in 
the next few years, and since a lot of silly 
opinions have been held concerning the 
merits or demerits of Generals as Presi- 
dents, a glance at the record is very much 
in order.

A Policy of Firmness. 


We have challenged the present 
government of Argentina because 


“ 


it has been giving aid and com- 
fort to our enemies. We have in- 
vited the neighbors of Argentina | 
to do the same. Will any one sug- | 
gest that we could conceivably 
fail to stand by them if they were 
attacked because they have stood 
by us? 

Nothing that is going to be 
written in the Dumbarton Oaks 
charter .or in an inter-American 
security pact can add to or di- 
minish our specific commitment 
to Argentina’s neighbors, In tak- 
ing their stand at our side, they 
are our Allies and, if then they 
were attacked, their enemies 
would*be our enemies. 

Neither they nor Argentina 
should be given any reason to 
doubt the firmness of our com- 
mitment or our readiness to ful- 
fill it. This is a simple obligation 
of honor. It is also the surest 
way of preventing trouble. For if 
we are not lucid and firm, we run 
the risk of encouraging an adven- 
ture in aggression, of discouraging 
resistance to aggression, and of 
finding ourselves faced with an 
accomplished fact in South Amer- 
ica. It would cost much more later 
to liberate a little republic in 
South America than to be firm 
now in order to prevent its being 
conquered or infiltrated and ab- 
sorbed. 

Far from impairing the author- 
ity of the world organization or 
the regional arrangements which 
we hope to achieve, a firm position 
now on this specific threat is 
needed in order to achieve them. 
Charters and pacts for keeping 
the peace should be carefully con- 
sideréd, and they must be founded 
on the agreement of many nations. 
This takes time. The time will 
be well spent. For without agree- 
ment which rests upon a convic- 
tion of its members, no interna- 
tional society will be dependable. 


An Interim System. 


While we are at Mexico City 
and then at San Francisco con- 
sidering how tc keep the peace 
for the future, we must keep the 
peace in the present. That was 
what the Yalta conference set out 


an intermim and provisional sys- 
tem of security to keep Europe 
pacified in the period which has 
now begun, and will continue until 
peace has been re-established. 

The behavior of Argentina calls 
for an interim and provisional 
system of security in this hemi- 
sphere. Here too we must make 
certain that the peace is kept 
while we are deliherating on how 
to keep it. The simplest way to do 
that is for the nations at the 
Mexico City conference to declare 
jointly and severally that they will 
not tolerate aggression in this 
hemisphere, On that foundation 
of specific security against imme- 
diate danger, we can then ex- 
amine with care the juridical and 
constitutional problems of general 
security in the longer future. 

There is a report that our dele- 
gation is troubled as to whether 
we are intervening in the internal 
affairs of Argentina, and if so, 
whether we are violating the prin- 
ciple of non-intervention. he 
answer is that we have not inteér- 
vened in the internal affairs of 
Argentina. 


Everybody’s Business. 


We are dealing with the external 
acts of the present Argentine Gov- 
ernment, with its failure to fulfill 
its international pledges, with its 
acts that assist our enemies, with 
its aggressiveness toward its 
neighbors, It is the foreign rela- 
tions of Argentina that trouble 
us, and they are just as much our 
business as Argentina’s. It is ab- 
surd to contend that the foreign 
relations of a country are its in- 
ternal affairs. 

There is no doubt, of course, 
that when in any country free in- 
stitutions are overthrown by a 
dictatorship, that is a sign that 
her neighbors must be on their 
guard against external aggression 
in all its forms—subversive propa- 


ganda, conspiracy and corruption, | 


and armed aggression. 

But to be on guard and to estab- 
lish a quarantine against the ex- 
pansion abroad of a dictatorship, 
is not intervention in the internal 
affairs of a country. The fact. is 
that dictatorships have a strong 
tendency to become malignant and 
to resort tO external aggression, 
and that fact has to be taken into 
i. eit in the conduct of foreign 
policy. 

There are cases, like that of 
Portugal, where the dictatorship 
is not malignant and hasv,not be- 
come aggressive, and in_ these 
cases no international question 
arises. But, as we know only too 
‘well from the cases of Hitler and 
Mussolini, and also of Franco, 
there are dictatorships which are 
international problems. The Ar- 
gentine dictatorship is unmistak- 
ably one of tnem.

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F. D. R.. CHURCHILL 
DIFFER ON SUBJECT 
OF TALKS IN EGYPT 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill, apostles of 
unity, found themselves unco-or- 
dinated today on one point: What 
did they talk about at their mid- 
February meeting in Egypt? 

Roosevelt told a news confer- 
ence on the cruiser that brought 
him back to Washington that Ja- 
pan wasn’t even mentioned. 

Churchill told the British House 
of Commons yesterday: “I: myself 
took leave of the President on 
the fifteenth of this month in 
Alexandria harbor after long and 
most agreeable talks about the 
state of our affairs in the light 
of the Crimea Conference and also 
a talk about our special business 
in the Far East, in which, as the 
Japanese are aware, we both take 
‘some interest.” 

Roosevelt’s own White House 
staff found itself lined up with 
the British Prinme Minister. It 
had issued a statement Feb. 20 
which said the Alexandria meeting 
“permitted new and important dis- 
cussions”. having to do “with Ja- 
pan and the war in the Pacific.” 
A London communique on Church- 
ill’s activities, issued at the same 
time, did not mention a talk with 
Roosevelt at Alexandria.

While, at first glance, the pro- 
gram does not seem as attractive 
as that which caused the 3000 fans 
to break down the door last night, 
yet Cleveland's 41-to-23 upset by 
Normandy only emphasizes the 
uncertainty of tournament basket- 
ball. The defeat of Cleveland made 
St. Louis U. High thé tournament 
favor..e, a position which the 
Junior Billikens enhanced by 
overcoming a stubborn Webster 
Groves aggregation, 39 to 31. 

Doering Not in Uniform. 


Cleveland's elimination might be 
called “The Case of a Pai of 
Twisted Knees” or, “The Glamour 
‘ Team Falls by the Wayside.” The 
story is that if Regular Dave 
Grimm could have done anything 
besides limp around the floor or 
if Reserve Norman Doering had 
been available as a replacement, 
Cleveland might have made a 
more impresz:ve showing. Both 
of the South Side forwards are 
suffering from knee _ injuries. 
Doering’s is so bad that he did 
not dress for the game. 

But, with that twosome inca- 
pacitated, the Carondelet attack 
was so ineffectual that, except for 
three points by Harold Uthoff and 
Ray Meyer, all of Cleveland’s scor- 
ing burden was carried by Guards 
Bob Schmidt and Frank Dinyer, 
who had 13 and 7 points, respec- 
tively. 

Whether the presence of Grimm 
and Doering would have made any 
difference in the result is only a 
matter of speculation, because 
Normandy did such a good job of 
making the most of its shots and 
of keeping Cleveland away from 
the basket that the Vikings were 
unstoppable. 

Held to Five Field Goals. 

The scoring twins of Don Kxgons- 
bein, all-district forward, \jand 
Doug Finley poured in shots ffom 
all conceivable angies and helped 
to put Normandy off to a 10-1 lead 
early in the game. Center Charles 
Curtis and Guards Mel Swyers and 
Ira Smith smothered Cleveland so 
thoroughly that only five field 
goals were registered by the 1944 
champions, who had been con- 
ceded an excellent chance to rep- 
resent St. Louis again in the State 
meet at Springfield. 

After Normandy jumped intoits 
early lead, it was never seriously 
threatened by the sputtering 
Cleveland offense. Coach Mike 
Riegert removed the first team in 
the closing minutes and cut short 
any chance Kronsbein had of add- 
ing to his 14 points or Finley to 
his 13. 

While Cleveland, in its role as 
defending champion, commanded 
top billing, the secondary game 
furnished more thrills. St. Louis 
U. High; one of the better teams 
in the district, had to exert itself 
against a Webster Groves outfit 
that never gave up. 

Although the Junior Billikens 
Jed at the end of the first quarter, 
11 to 8, Webster’s Dick Gilman 
kept peppering the basket until a 
pair of goals gave the Statesmen 
@ 16-to-13 lead. Ed Macauley and 
Jack Wrape each scored to put 
the Billikens in front again, but 
Gilman came through with his 
tenth point of the period and Web- 
ster led, 18 to 17, for the last time 
in the game.

cations. Sometimes, although not often, the latter get 

right to the point where they outweigh the former. Oc- 
casionally someone will say to me, “You certainly are lucky. 
You don’t have to work to a deadline and that’s the only 
reason you can keep that easy-going country pace.” And my 
answer is that the toughest deadlines which any writer has to 
meet are the ones which are self-imposed. 

The only people who think otherwise are those who write 
and haven't tried it both ways—or that vast army of folks who 
say “Shucks, anybody can write,” but who have never looked 
a check from an editor in the face. I admire more the realistic 
attitude of a friend of mine who said one day, after perhaps 
four or five of these bucolic bits had appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch, “Well, I guess that about washes up your material 
about living in the country, doesn't eps 
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IT ISN’T easy to play the violin—even badly. Hardly any- 
one would expect to pick up an artist’s palette and turn out 
an oil painting that an art dealer could sell. To do either of 
these things well, the artist or musician must spend a long 
and tedious apprenticeship mastering the materials with which 
he is going to work and the techniques for using them prop- 
erly and effectively. Even then, if the artist has nothing 
worth-while to say, the chances are that he’d be better off 
as a boiler-maker of a brush salesman or in any other equally 
honorable, if possibly less creative, profession. The truth is 
that words, like music or painting, are a medium for express- 
ing ideas—for awakening images. in the mind of the reader 
or the listener. Everyone has words and it is from this fact 
that the illusion grows that it is easy to write, if one just had 
a little time. What we forget is that business of awakening 
the image in our hearer’s mind. : 
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OFTENER THAN I would believe possible, peopie write 
me to ask, “How can I become a writer?” Impossible as that 
question is to answer, nevertheless it is flattering since it is 
based upon the questioner’s belief that:I am a writer. And 
yet, if the questioner has gotten no farther with his desire 
to be a writer than to still be asking such an all-embracing 
elementary question, he has such a tremendous distance to 
travel that it’s doubtful whether he’ll ever arrive at his des- 
tination. 

There is a technique to writing, as to any other art. 
down in words, it sounds: comparatively simple. Since most 
of these people who ask are really thinking about narrative 
writing, rather than of simple little essays such as make up 
this column, they must begin with the “goods” or material 
from which their story will be made. That material is nothing 
more nor less than life and its complications-and the reac- 
tions and conduct of people as they meet those complications. 
This material is all around us, the common property of every- 
one. Whether we may possibly make use of it as a writer 
depends upon the depth of our perceptions, our sensitivity to 
impression and our ability to see the constant drama and con- 
flict which marks men’s relationship to their physical, mental 
and spiritual life. If you're not alive to this ever-present drama, 
better put away your pen, for you'll never be\a narrative writer. 
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AFTER MATERIAL and its technique come the “tools” of 
writing which also have a technique of their own. The tools 
are words and the technique of using them is not a matter of 
gift nearly so much as of industry. Would you, for example, 
be willing to set down on paper 500 words a day for two years 
in the hope that some editor might think the last thousand 
words worth putting into type? Probably not, and I don’t blarhe 
you. So you don’t really want to be a writer because, after all, 
it proves to be not a whit easier than selling insurance or 
managing traffic or running a grocery store or cooking dinner 
or any other of a hundred worthwhile occupations in this 
workaday world. Someone told me the other day that there 
were only about 12 writers in America today who earned their 
entire livelihood by writing and having published book-length 
fiction. With a hundred million people who think it’s easy 
to write if they just had time, a hundred or so thousand who 
now and then set something down on paper, a few thousand 
who occasionally see an editor’s check—that statement sounded 
ridiculous. But I tried and couldn’t name the 12 full-time 
fiction writers. So there is lots of room up there at the top 
—if you want to be a writer. 
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IT SOUNDS from my trend of thought that one of the com- 
plications of writing a column might be subject matter, al- 
though that isn’t the case. There’s a piece should be written 
about the trout season which is less than two weeks away and 
has hundreds of sportsmen hard at work getting their tackle 
ready. There’s another on Missouri’s badly neglected and 
#adly depleted forests which has been done once and needs 
doing over before it runs. I’ve neglected Grandpa Hall and his 
old saddle mare Sally for a long time now. Charley Schwartz, 
whose photographs of the prairie chicken have appeared re- 
cently, dropped in to see us on Sunday and after he’d watched 
the songbirds at our feeders, he promised to come back with 
-his” camera—provided I'd guarantee to make the birds stay 
until he got there. So George came down today and built 
a new feeder right up under the window to make the. job of 
photographing easy. And just last night Mama and I went 
through the beautiful Wayside Gardens catalogue, ordering 
more shrubs for the spring planting than we can afford or

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


HE big fat meaty beans which 
T are somber in color and bland 

in flavor have great appeal to 
those with husky appetites and 
all that is necessary for season- 
ing is salt and butter or bacon 
fat. But those who demand some 
smack be added will find this 
combination very savory. Because 


.it takes about three hours of sim- 


mering to make the kidney beans 
tender and mellow, it is a good 
plan to cook. enough for two or 
three meals, When part are 
served with tomato sauce, part 
may be used to make ehili two 
or three days later, and the rest 
used to make either a salad or a 
sandwich filling. Remember that 
no time is gained by soaking 
and also remember that kidney 
beans should always be simmered, 
never boiled, 


Kidney Beans in Tomato Sauce. 


One-half pound (one and one-. 


half cup) dried kidney .beans, four 
and one-half cups cold water; one 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth cup fine- 
ly chopped onion, one tablespoon 
finely chopped celery leaves, three 
tablespoons margarine, two table- 
spoons flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, No. 2 can tomatoes (two and 
one-half cups), few drops Wor- 
cestershire sauce, two tablespoons 
grated carrot, two _ tablespoons 
chopped green pepper, one tea- 
spoon sugar. 

Wash beans thoroughly.. Place 
in saucepan with tight fitting 
cover, Add water and galt. Bring 
just to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer gently about two to three 
hours. The time will depend on 
the variety of the bean. They 
should be .cooked through with 
no sign of rawness in the center. 
To prepare sauce, saute onion and 
celery leaves in margarine until 
golden brown and blend in flour 
and salt until smooth. Force to- 
matoes through ecoarse strainer 
and add to sauteed onion and 
celery. Simmer slowly until sauce 
is well blended. Add remaining 
ingredients and heat thoroughly. 
Add sauce to cooked beans (it 
should not be necessary to drain 
beans, only enough liquid should 
be left so bean will not be dry). 
Serve hot. Four servings,

It will only worry him, and anything that wor- 
ries a man overseas lowers his morale, and we are all asked 
not to do this, as you know. But I do think that you should 
not hesitate to take the matter up with your daughter-in-law. 
You don’t give me her age, but she must be very young indeed 
not to realize how this conduct will affect her reputation, that 
word may get to her husband, how lacking in honor she herself 
is to play around in her husband’s absence. She should realize, 
too, that this sort of conduct involves you and your husband, 
also. For if she acts like this and remains under your roof it 
would appear that you are shutting your eyes to it, or that it 
has your approval, when the reverse is true. I think if you 
get her when she is in a quiet frame of mind that you can 
talk the matter over reasonably and tactfully with her and 
make her realize where she is headed, It may be that she is 
lonely and lacks direction and that the pace she is going she 
did not intend but once on the way has been unable to stop. 
You could help her by seeing to it that she has the proper com- 
panionship, that she has interesting places to go with other 
girls. Suggest she volunteer for Red Cross or USO work, get 
into “Y” activities, join a group of girls whose husbands are 
also in service and take hef recreation with them instead of 
going around as she has been doing. Surely she must realize 
that even though her husband doesn’t know about this now 
when he comes home he will hear of it. If he can go through 
what he is now enduring surely she can bear a little loneliness, 
can live so he will be proud of her on his return, You say you 
love the girl as if she were really your daughter. Then it is 
up to you to talk to her straight, as if she were your very

HEN a child becomes ill, his 
W parents call the physician and

They 
do not tell him his manner is too 
brusque, his treatment all wrong. 
They stand by prayerfully while 
he does his work. It would be a 
good thing for teachers and chil- 
dren, AND their fathers and 
mothers, if parents looked at the 
teacher in the same way as they 
look at the physician or the clergy- 
man, or the plumber. 

Teachers are trained for their 
work and they understand it. They 
have had experiences with chil- 
dren that give them a feeling for 
them.

West opened the spade seven 
and East, realizing immediately 
that his only chance to run many 
spade tricks depended on declar- 
er’s making a mistake, put in the 
spade queen. (If East had had an 
outside entry, his proper play 
would have been the eight-spot.) 
Declarer studied for some time, 
but finally concluded that if he 
allowed East to hold the spade 
queen, two spade tricks. might 
never be made because East might 
not continue the suit, thus letting 
declarer finesse. On that basis 
South took his ace immediately 
and returned the club king. West 
put up the ace and led a second 
spade, which East promptly 
ducked. Declarer won, but of 
course he could not reach his nine- 
trick goal without taking in a cou- 
ple of hearts, and the moment he 
led that suit, West put up the ace 
and sent back his last spade. This 
time East won and ran enough 
spade tricks to defeat the the con- 
tract. 

Declarer had beaten himself at 
the very first trick. All he had to 
do was concede the spade queen to 
East, then regardless of the de- 
fense, East could never have taken 
another spade trick, nor would his 
possible shift to diamonds have 
been any more effective. The hold- 
up play of the spade ace would 
have effectively cut communica- 
tions between the East and West 
hands,
